Cold storage 
plants are operated to a very limited 
extent in cooling fruit, but this in- 
volves the double handling of the 
fruit and an essential and intermina- 
ble delay between the time the fruit 
is packed and the time it is shipped. 

The Santa Fe Railroad is at the 
present time precooling about 100 
cars of fruit per day at the San Ber- 
nardino plant. Contrary to the gen- 
eral impression, ‘this work is not 
charged to,the shipper at all, but is 
absorbed fn the general refrigerating 
charge of $62.50 to Chicago, without 
extra cost to the shipper, all of the 
ice required under complete and 
standard refrigeration throughout the 
trip being included. 

As there has been no change made 
or ordered in the standard refrigerat- 
ing charge, and as the Santa Fe Rall- 
road in particular has added to its 
refrigerating service the precooling of 
fruit in cars without expense to the 
shipper, it would seem that in the 
eontroversy as to the right of the 
shippers to pre-cool fruit they are 
simply struggling for an opportunity 
to perform something for nothing. 

There can ultimately be no ques- 
tion as to a shipper's right to cool his 
fruit or not, as he may elect, or even 
to boil it if he thinks desirable. The 
right of cold-storing fruit by the 
Pp ucer or shipper I! believe has 
never been questioned, any more than 
the right of the packer to chill his 
meat and handle it to suit himeelf,

Request to Transfér Jail Sentence 
Made by Men Convicted of Imperial 
Valiey Land Frauds. 

United States Atty.-Gen, Wicker- 
sham asked the lecal Federal offi- 
clais by telegraph yesterday if ar- 
rangements could be made to confine 
the Chaplin prothers, Frank N. and 
David H. Chaplin, in the Solano 
County Jail for the 
term imposed by Judge Wellborn of 
the United States District Court. 
The case against the Chaplins, 
who lived in the Imperial Valley, was 
one of the most celebrated in the 


Court. They were found guilty by a 
jury of inducing dummy entrymen 
to go into the Imperial Valley and lo- 
cate lands, when they would go 
through the motions of buying the re- 
linquishments at a ridiculously low 
Price. In addition to receiving a 
prison sentence each was fined $1000. 
The case was carried to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, where 
the judgment of the lower court was 
affirmed. 

Since the trial the Chaplins have 
been living near Fairfield, and they 
have asked the Department of Justice 
that they be allowed to serve their 
time in the Solano County Jail, near 
their home, instead

A home for the Psycopathic Parole 
Society is assured. A good-sized, 
pleasant house in the suburbs, sur- 
rounded by blooming fruit trees and 
roses has been secured. The house 
has a large sleeping porch and a roof 
garden which will be utilized as a 
ward, accommodating at least twelve 
beds 


Before the place was fully equipped 
applications for admission began, and 
already seven or eight patients are 
being cared for. No violent cases will 
be received. Cases which the Lunacy 
Commission find to be in a condition 
requiring only care and rest, casce of 
neuritis and mental disturbance which 
promise to yield tq proper treatment 
will be taken for observation and care 
temporarily. 

The examining physician of the 
home, Dr. L. C. Park. is a member 
of the Lunacy Commission. The 
house in charge of the 
home, . lowa Colburn, has had ex- 
perience in this work in the Kast and 
has made a special study of nervous 
troubles.
